SUBJECT: Request for TALENT Billet 


It is requested that the position of Deputy Assistant 
Secretary for European Affairs be approved for clearance 
in the TALENT system. 

As you know, the Bureau of European Affairs is headed 
by Assistant Secretary C. Burke Elbrick, and carries two 
Deputy Assistant Secretaries. Mr. Elbrick and one of these 
Deputies, Mr. John Wesley Jones, are presently cleared for 
TALENT. In view of the manner in which assignments and 
responsibilities are handled in the Bureau, it is now 
apparent that the clearance of only one Deputy does not 
permit proper distribution and execution of assignments 
and also makes difficult the handling of certain problems 
by Mr. Freers, who is cleared for TALENT but is subordinate 
to both Deputy Assistant Secretaries. The second Deputy 
Assistant Secretary for whom clearance is proposed in this 
memorandum is Mr. Fred W. Jandrey.
